No. F, 12-3/9 l-CCH(Pt) (E). —In exercise of lliepowciE conferred by clauses (i), (jland (k) of section 33 ;md sub¬ 
section (1) of section 20 of tlie Homoeopathy Central Council Act, 1973 (59 of 1973), the Central Council of Homoeopathy, 
with tlie previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the 
Homoeopathy (Post Graduate Degree Course) M.D (Horn.) Regulations, 1989, namely .— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called Uie Homoeopathy (Post Graduate Degree Course) M. D. (Horn.) Amendment 
Regulations, 2001. 

(2) Tliey shall come into force on the date of their publictiUon in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Homoeopathy (Post Graduate Degree Course) M.D, (Horn.) Regulations, 1989 (hereinafter referred to as 
the said regulations), in regulation 2, - 

0) for clause (b), tire following shall be substituted, namely: - 

■(b) “course” means a course of study in the subjects referred to in sub-regulation (3) of regulation 3.’; 

Cii) in cla\ise (c), for Uie words, brackets and letters "sub-regulation (1) of regulation 3", the words “these 
regulations" shall be substituted; 

fiii) after clause (e), the following clause shall be inserted, namely .— 

'(ea) “Post Graduation in Homoeopatlty" means a Post Graduate qualification in Homoeopathy recognised 
as per the provisions of tlie Act,.; 
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(iv) in clause (i), tlie words" different courses of’ shall be omitted; 

(v) for clause (i), tire following shall be substituted, namely;- 

'(j) “teaching experience” means teaching experience in the subject concerned in a Homoeopathic College 
and includes teaching experience in the subjects of Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics and Gynecology 
gained in a Medical College, recognised by the Medical Council of India. ’ 

3. For regulation 3 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall be substituted, namely:— 

“3. Subjects of specialisation for Post Graduation in Homoeopathy — 

(1) The Specialties of Post Graduate Degree Course in Homoeopathy shall be in the subjects as mentioned in

Tire course shall be of tlrrec years’ duration, mcluding one year of house-job, during which the candidate shall 
be a resident in the campus and shall be given training as per tire provisions of sub-regulation (2) of regulation 10.

A candidate for M.D. (Horn.) shall opt one of the special subjects as his specialty at the time of admission 
and tire degree shall be awarded in that specialty” 

4. For regulation 4 of lire said regulations, tire following shall be substituted, namely; — 

“4. (l)No candidate shall be admitted to M.D. (Horn.) course unless he possesses the degree of— 

0) Bachelor of HonroeopatlricMediciire and Surgery or equivaleirt qualification in Homoeopathy included 
in tire Second Schedule to the Aa, after undergoing a course of study of not less tlran five years an« 
six monUts duration including otre year compulsory internship;,or 

(li) Bachelor of Homoeopathic Medicine aird Surgery (Graded Degree) or equivalent qualification ' 
Homoeopathy included in the Second Schedule to the Act, after undergoing a course of study of n 
less than two years’ duration. 

(2) Tlie University or the authority appointed by the Central Government or the State Government, as the c 
may be, shall select cairdidates on merit for Post Graduate Course, Preference shall be given to candidt 
who have worked in rural areas for two years in respect of one scat in each subject as per merit”. 

5. For regulation 5 of tlie said regulations, the following regulation shall be substituted, namely: 

“5. Syllabus for Post Graduate Degree (M.D.Hom.).— The following shall be the syllabus for geneia 
special subjects in M.D.(Horn.) course, namely:— 
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A. GENERAL SUBJECTS: 

0) The man In Health (Holistic Concept)—Structural, functional and psychological organisation of Man and 
his adaptation to tlte’environmcnt, in healtli, and includes an integrated study of Anatomy, Physiology, 
Biochemistry, Biophysics, Psychology for practical application of the knowledge in clinical medicine.

6 . In tlie said regulations, in regulation 6. for sub regulations (1) and (2), the following shall be substituted, 
namely; — 

“(1) The c.xamination shall be conducted in two pjuls, namely: — 

(a) M.D, (Horn.) Part 1, which to be held six months after completion of house job of one y ciirs duration; 

(b) M, D. (Horn ) Part II, which to be held after one year and six montlis after Part I examination. 

(2) Every candidate seeking admission to Part I of the examination shail submit application to die University 
with the following dotuments, namely:— 

(a) a certificate from the Principal or Head of the institution about die completion of die course of

(b) The three examiners shaii Jointly assess die knowledge of the-candidatc for recommending the result to die 
University as passed or failed.” 

8. In the said regulations, in regulation 8 — 

(i) for sub-regulation (1), the following shall be substituted, namely; — 

"(1) (a) Every candidate sliall prepare and submit four printed or typed copies of dissertation embodying his 
own research and contribution in advancing the knowledge in the subject to the University for 
approval not later dian six months prior to die holding of Part II examination. 
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(b) Tlic dissertation sliall be submitted to the Guide/Sv^ervisor at least three months before the time fixed 
for submitting it to the University, and the Guide/Supcrvispr shall certify that the work has not 
previously formed the basis for award of any post graduate degree or diploma and that the work is the 
record of the candidate’s personal efforts and submitted to the University duly countersigned by the 
Guide/ Supervisor. 

(c) Tire examiners appointed to conduct the examinatiotrs shall scrutinize the dissertation and Jointly 
report whether the dissertation be accepted or rej ected or may inake suggestions, as they deem fit. 

(d) The candidate shall be allowed to appear for the Part 11 examination three months after the exaxiiiner 
accepts the dissertation. 

Provided that tire candidate, whose dissertation has not been accepted, may be permitted to resubmit 
the same witliin a period of six months and not more than one year after rejection”. 

fn) for sub-regulation (.3), tire following shall.be substituted, namely: — 

“(3) Part II M.D. (Horn.) examination shall be held in the subject of speciality opted by the candidate 
at the time of admission, and shall consist of— 

(T) two written theory papers, each of not less than tlirec hours duration, 

(ii) one practical/clinical examination, including Viva-Voce, in tire subject of speciality, to test the 
candidate’s acumen and iris ability and working knowledge in tire practice of tire speciality and tlrcrc 
slrall be three examiners together, including one Supervisor (Guide) in the subject, for examining tire 
candidate. 

Provided tlrat all the three examiners shall jointly assess tire knowledge of the candidate for 
recommending tire result to tire University as passed or failed.” 

9. For regulation 9 of the said regulations, tire following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“9. Requirements for Post Graduate Teaching centre— 

(1) Tlte Central Council may after evaluation permit a Homoeopathic College or Institute or Hospital to start 
Post Graduate courses in Homoeopatlry. 

(2) Every such college, institute or hospital slrall have a departnrent of tire concerned speciality and shall also 
have the following additional facilities, iramely. — 

CO one full time Professor hr the department of speciality. 

Cii) one Reader/ Assistmrt Professor. 

(iii) stirff such as Attendants, Technicians, etc. as deemed necessary depending upon the departnrent. 

(iv) dcp;irtmcnial library,'. 

(v) out-patient department and in-patient department with all facilities including separate clinical 
laboratory, 

(vi) tlrrec beds shall be earmarked per student for each clinical subject of speciality. 

(3) ta) A Homocopatlric college, institute or hospital desirous to start a Post Graduate course in Homoeopathy, 
having no under graduate teaching facility, shall have a minimum of 25 bed hospital with attached 
laboratory for routine, investigative procedure. 

(b) It shall also have facility to teach general subjects as staled inregulation 5 or submit a certificate that 
they have a Memorandum of Understanding with a nearby undergraduate Homoeopatliic college 
recognised by the Central Council., 

(c) While submitting applications for pennission to start such Post Graduate Course, they shall also 
submit a no objection certificate from the State Government and provisional affiliation ftom concerned 
University.” 
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10. In the said regulations, in regulation lO, in the sub-regulation (1), the words “or equivalent thereof’ shall be 
omitted. 

11. In rcgulatiori 11 of the said regulations, the following proviso shall be added at the end, namely; - 

“Provided that a candidate who fails In the examination may appear again in the next examination without 
undergoing further course of study". 

12. For regulation 12 of the said regulations, the following shall be substituted, namely. - 
12(1) Student Guide ratio;- 

The Student-Supervisor (Guide) Ratio shall be 3:1 (three students and one Supcrvisor(Guide)]; 

Provided that where it is not feasible for a Supervisor (Guide) to supervise the candidate or candidates in 
any area of tlie speciality, there sliall be one additional Co- SupervisoryCo-Guide.” 

2 (a) Educational qualifications and experience for Supervisor (Guide). - 

A person shall possess tlie following qualification and cjqierience for being eligible to be a Supervisor 
(Guide), namely :- 

0.) M.D. (Horn.) included in tlie Second Schedule to tlie Act; and 

fii) Teaching experience of not less than seven years as an Assistant Professor in the subject concerned 
or clinical experience of ten years in a Government organisation; 

Provided tliat up to a period of five years from the date of commencement of the Homocopatliy (Post 
Graduate Degree Course) M.D, (Horn.) Amendment Regulations 2001. If Supervisors (Guides) witli 
qualification and e.'qiericnce as laid down in items (i) and (ii) above arc not available then teaching staff 
of Professor cadre holding a recognized Degree/Diploma qualification in Homoeopathy of not less 
than four years duration witli twenty years’ professional experience (including ten years’ teaching 
experience in the subject concerned in a Homoeopathic College) may be appointed, 

Provided dial tlie Supervisor of a speciality shall remain the Supervisor for tliat speciality only. 

(b) Educational qualifications and experience for selection of Co-Supervisor (Co-Guide): 

Post Graduate Degree qualification in the special subject with experience as stated in clause (a) or 
seven years teaching experience as Associate Professor in a college recognized by die Medical 
Council of India". 

13. inregulation 13 of the said regulations,- 

(a) in sub-regulation (1), for the word “Guide”, die words and brackets “Supervisor (Guide) or Co-Supervisor 
(Co-Guide), as die case may be” shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-regulation (2), for the words “two years”, the words “five years” shall be substituted; 

(c) in sub-regulation (3), for the words as “guide”, die words “Supervisor/Guide or Co-Supervisor/Co-Guide, as 
the case may be" shall be substituted; 

14. For Part VI of the said regulations, tlie following Part shall be substituted, namely.-

SPECIALPROVBION FOREXTERNAL CANDIDATES 

14. Notwithstanding anything contained in these regulations, die University may allow admission of external 
candidates to appear in die Post Graduate examination for a period of eight years ftom the commencement of die Homocopadiy 
(Post Graduate Degree Course) M.D. (Horn.) (Amendment) Regulations, 2001. for diree subjects, namely. Materia Medica, 
Homoeopathic Philosophy, and Repertory only subject to thefiilfilmcntofthe following condilions, namely.- 

I. Admission to die cxaminalion: 

(1) A candidate who has passed the final examination of a diploma course in Homoeopathy of not less dian four 
years duration shal 1 be eligible for admission to the examination as an external candidate, if such candidate — 

(a) holds full time regular post not below die rank of Assistant Professor, or 
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(b) has teaching experience of not less than seven years in a recognised Homoeopathic Medical college, 
or 

(c) has ten years of professional experience. 

(2) the candidate shall register his name two years before the final examination. 

(3) The candidate shall prepare and submit to his Supervisor/Guide a dissertation nine montlis prior to the 
holding of the final examination. The Supervisor/Guide shall approve the same six months prior to the 
holding of tire final examination 

II. Papers for examination: 

The examination shall comprise of the following papers, namely 

(a) Materia Mcdica - (Materia Mcdica Pura and Applied). 

(b) Homoeopatliic Practice of Medicine (including Gynaecology and obstetrics)

Tire criteria for selection of examiners sliall be as given in regulation 13.”
